DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Claim 8 is withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being 
drawn to a nonelected invention Group U, there being no allowable generic or Hnking claim. 
Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on June 20, 2005. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and vise the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. The applicants claim "a 
method for preventing a light guide plate from being distorted" by applying protective films on 
the opposite sides of the structure. Dependent claim 4, further states that the fihns are "plastic"; 
however, there are no examples of the materials which can fimction in this capacity. It is not 
clear how one could practice the claimed invention. The applicants give no guidance in the 
selection of the materials used. Furthermore, as far as claim 2 goes, it is not clear what type of 
"polymer" the applicants are using which is both hydrophilic and hydrophobic. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC§102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 1 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ouellet et al. 
(US 2002/0064359). 

6. Ouellet et al. teach optical substrates which are coated with teir^jorary protective layers 
[0023].
